PUERTO RICO GOVERNOR CALLS 
FOR POLITICAL ORGANIZATION

KISSIMMEE - In a movement that he 
hopes will mirror Cuban-American move- 
ments in South Florida, the governor of 
Puerto Rico on Friday called on Puerto 
Ricans in Central Florida to flex their politi- 
cal leverage against lawmakers who have 
voted against the island’s interests. 

Gov. Ricardo Rosselló said his initiative is 
a “Get Out the Vote” movement that would 
expand into several other states. The objec- 
tive would be to register newly arrived 
Puerto Ricans to vote, “to have a clear set of 
values, to be vigilant, to see if they [candi- 
dates] respond on those values.” 


“Were going to make an evaluation. In 
this phase, we don’t want to enter into 
who’s a friend and who’s not; we want to 
give everybody a space to show that they 
can be a friend and ultimately see if they are 
friends of Puerto Rico,” Rosselló said in an 
interview with the Orlando Sentinel. 

Rosselló said he does “not at all” regret 
his comments in December to seek political 
retribution against U.S. Sen. Marco Rubio, 
R-Fla., and other lawmakers who voted 
against Puerto Rican interests. But he as- 
sured they would still have chances to re- 
deem themselves.

The University of Central Florida has 
agreed to spend an additional $1 million 
annually to protect students’ and employ- 
ees’ personal information, according to a 
legal settlement reached with former stu- 
dents in the wake of a hacking that exposed 
63,000 Social Security numbers. 

UCF agreed to add three information 
security positions, designate a full-time 
internal senior information security audi- 
tor and tighten access to personal informa- 


tion, as part of the settlement filed in Or- 
ange Circuit Court late last year. 

The FBI’s Jacksonville office investi- 
gated the incident, which became public in 
early 2016, but has not released information 
on how it happened. 

Additionally, the university estimated 
one-time costs of $845,467 related to the 
changes, which also include using email 
technology that detects and neutralizes 
harmful internet links and attachments and 
adding technology to analyze and

Missler, grinning widely and clutching a 
yellow envelope, turned it in shortly after 
noon Friday at Florida Lottery head- 
quarters in Tallahassee. 

He was with his father and a lawyer, who 
released a statement on his behalf: 

“Tf there is one thing I have learned thus 
far in my short time on this earth, it is that 
those who maintain a positive mindset and 
stay true to themselves get rewarded,” 
Missler said. “I look forward to the future.”

Critics blast Trump over remarks 
on Haitian, African immigrants

WASHINGTON — President Donald Trump 
on Friday offered a partial denial in public but 
privately defended his extraordinary remarks 
disparaging Haitians and African countries a 
day earlier. 

Trump said he was only expressing what 
many people think but won’t say about immi- 
grants from economically depressed countries, 
according to a person who spoke to the presi- 
dent as criticism of his comments ricocheted 
around the globe. 

Trump spent Thursday night making a flurry 
of calls to friends and outside advisers to judge 
their reaction to the tempest, said the confidant, 
who spoke on condition of anonymity because 
he wasn’t authorized to disclose a private con- 
versation.

Just over a year ago Henry Dorvil — who 
friends call the “hardest-working man in San- 
ford” — found himself stranded in his native 
Haiti as he struggled to straighten out his immi- 
gration status and return to the U.S. 

Living a spartan life in the impoverished 
island nation without running water or electric- 
ity, Dorvil, 24, gained strength from Central 
Florida supporters who launched a “Help 
Henry” campaign on Facebook and posted 
“Help Henry” posters around the area. He 
dreamed of returning to Sanford and resuming 
his video-production company. 

On Thursday, Dorvil had a welcome-home 
party at Buster’s Bistro in downtown Sanford to 
celebrate his return. 

“I am so super excited,” he said. “I walked
